Sir : by  the  eighth  at  tide  of  tlie  treaty 
of  amity,  sttenv-nt,  anti  limits,  between 
the  United  States  and  Spain,  signed  on 
the  22d  of  last  month,  all  the  grants  or 
lands  made  by  His  Catholic  Majesty,  or 
by  his  lawful  authorities,  since  the  24th 
•f  January,  1818  in  the  territories  ceded 
by  Ilis  Catholic  Majesty  to  the  United 
States,  in  the  Floritlas.  are  declared,  and 
agreed  to  be,  null  and  void.  This  date 
was  proposed  by  Mr.  Onis  and  acceded 
to  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  with 
a fu'l  and  clear  understanding  on  bbth 
sides,  that  tne  grants  made,  or  alleged 
to  have  been  made,  in  the  course  ofth< 
preceding  winter,  to  the  Duke  of  Alt 
gon,  the  Count  of  Punon  Rostro,  and 
Mr.  Vargus.  were  among  those  agreed 
and  declared  to  he  null  and  void.  Copies 
of  the  grants  to  the  count  of  Punon  Ros- 
tro and  to  Mr.  Vargcs,  ill  the  form  of 
orders  to  the  governor  general  of  the 
island  of  Cuba,  and  to  the  governor  of 
the  Floridas,  has  been  transmitted  to  this 
departme  nt  by  Mr.  F.rving ; the  first 
of  which  bears  date  tlie  6th  of  February, 
and  the  second  the  1 2th  of  March,  1818; 
but  no  copy  has  been  received  of  that  to 
the  duke  of  Alagon.  As,  however,  the 
authenticity  of  these  docum  tits  might 
be  denied,  and  the  grants  have  never 
been  made  public,  it  is  proper  that  the 
possibility  of  any  future  question,  with 
regard  to  those  grants,  should  be  guard- 
ed against ; for  which  purpose  the  form 
of  a declaration  is  enclosed,  which  it 
will  be  proper  for  you  to  deliver,  on  ex- 
changing the  ratifications  of  the  treaty, 
to  the  Spanish  minister  with  whom  vou 
will  make  the  exchange.  The  fact  of 
the  mutual  understanding,  that  these 
grants  were  annulled  by  the  treaty,  is 
fully  and  explicitly  admitted  by  Mr.  fi- 
nis, in  his  answer  dated  this  day  ; to  a 
note  from  me  on  this  subject ; copies  of 
which,  with  a translation  of  his  answer, 
are  herewith  eucloscd.  It  is  not  antici- 
pated that  any  objection  will  be  made  to 
receiving  the  declaration;  if,  however, 
there  should  be,  you  will,  nevertheless, 
exchange  the  ratifications,  it  being  suf- 
ficient to  give  the  notice  and  the  proof 
of  the  understanding,  on  both  sides,  of  the 
operation  of  the  article  and  of  the  effect 
which  will  be  given  to  it  on  the  part  of 
tlie  United  States

greeing  upon  the  24th  day  of  January, 
"iS i 3,  as  the  date,  subsequent  to  which, 
all  grants  of  land,  made  by  His  Catholic 
Majesty,  or  by  his  legimnte  authorities, 
in  the  Floridas,  were  declared  to  be  null 
and  void,  it  was  with  a full  and  clear  un- 
derstanding between  the  Plenipolentia 
l ies  of  both  the  high  contracting  pa- tics, 
that,  among  the  grants  Fits  dc  tore, 
null  and  void,  were  all  these  made,  or 
alleged  to  have  been  made,  in  the  cours* 
of  the  preceding  winter,  by  llis  Catho- 
lic Majesty  to  the  duke  of  Alagon,  the 
count  of  Punon  Rostro,  and  Mr.  Vargus, 
imd  others  derived  from  them.  And  the 
ratifications  of  the  treaty  are  exchanged 
.under  the  explicit  declaration  and  mi- 
di retarding  that  all  the  said  grants  arc 
null  and  void,  aud  will  he  so  held  by  the 
United  States.

Sir  : By  the  eighth  article  of  the  trea- 
ty lately  concluded  between  the  United 
States  and  Spain,  all  grants  of  land  made 
by  the  king  of  Spain,  or  his  legitimate 
authorities,  in  Florida,  before  the  2 4tit 
of  January,  1818,  are  confirmed  on  cer- 
tain conditions;  all  those  made  after 
that  date  are  declared  null  and  void. 

Since  the  conclusion  of  the  treaty,  a 
rumor  has  been £ircu lated,  that  certain 
grants,  made  by  the  king  of  Spain,  in 
the  course  of  the  preceding  winter,  to 
the  duke  of  Alagon,  the  count  of  Punon 
Rostro,  and  Mr.  Vargas,  were  made  On 
the  23d  of  January,  1818.  Mr.Forsyth 
has  therefore  been  instructed,  on  cx 
change  of  the  ratifications  of  the  treaty, 
to  declare  that  is  fully  and  explicitly  un- 
derstood on  both  sides,  at  its  signature, 
that  all  were,  by  the  treaty,  included  a- 
mong  those  declared  to  be  absolutely 
null  and  void.  Mr.  de  Onis  himself,  i 
answer  to  a note  from  me,  lias  readily  de- 
clared that  such  was  his  understanding. 
From  the  friendly  part  taken  by  you,  in 
concert  with  Mr.  de  Onis,  in  this  nego- 
tiation, you  were  apprised  of  all  the 
circumstances  attending  it:  and  I have 
to  request  that  you  would  have  the  good- 
ness to  state  your  impressions  on  the 
subject,  particularly  in  relation  to  the 
absolute  nullity  of  those  grants,  and,  as 
far  as  you  think  proper,  the  facts  in 
connection  with  this  transaction  which 
you  have  me  aliened  tome  in  conversa- 
tion. 

I pray  you,  sir,  to  accept  the  as- 
surance of  my  distinguished  considera- 
tion.

Legation  ot  France  in  the  U.  Stairs 
Washington,  18th  Match. 

Sir:  I was  very  sore,  and  you  were 
of  the  same  opinion,  that  to  destroy  the 
rumor  which  had  been  spread,  i'  would, 
suffice  to  inform  the  minister  of  Spaii 
<>f  it.  The  loyalty  which  charactei  is»  s 
him  did  not  permit  the  smallest  uncasi- 
csson  the  subject.  After  the  fleclara 
lion  of  Mr.  Onis,  mine  ran  be  of  no  im- 
portance ; however,  as  you  desire,  (ir 
case  the  mistake  of  date  should  be  real) 
that  the  fact  resulting  from  the  treat' 
should  be  well  established,  and  bv  all 
those  persons  who  took  part,  directly  or 
indirectly,  in  the  transaction,  I have  the 
honor,  sir,  to  declare  to  you,  in  the  mos' 
formal  manner,  that  it  has  been  under- 
stood, always  understood,  by  you,  by  the 
minister  of  Spain,  and,  I will  add,  by 
myself,  that  the  three  great  grants,  of 
land  made  to  the  Duke  of  .Matron,  to 
the  count  of  Punon  Rostro  and  to  Mr 
Vargas,  were  of  the  number  of  those  an- 
nulled. 

The  date  of  the  21th  of  January  was 
proposed  and  accepted  in  the  complete 
pei suasion,  on  one  part  and  tlie  other 
that  these  three  great  grants  were  sub- 
sequent to  it.  • 

I will  add,  sir,  because  it  is  the  exact 
and  pure  truth,  that  havingbecn  charged 
by  Mr.  Onis,  during  his  illness,  to  dis- 
cuss with  you  several  articles  of  the  trea- 
ty, particularly  the  8th  article,  you  con 
senteri  to  the  drawing  up  of  this  article 
more  in  conformity  with  the  desire  oi 
the  Spmish  minister,  only  on  the  admis 
sion,  as  a fact  beyond  doubt,  that  the 
three  principal  grants  were  and  remain 
cd  null,  and  as  not  having  taken.  Mr. 
Onis  has  not  ceased  thus  to 'understand 
it.  He  has  explained  himself  upon  it 
frankly  and  loyally,  as  well  since  ns  be- 
fore the  treaty.  The  mistake  of  dale,  i! 
it  exists,  can,  then,  give  birth  to  no  diffi- 
culty whatever  at  Madrid.  The  good 
faitli  of  Mr.  Onis,  that  of  his  government, 
are  guarantee,  too  strong  to  tender  anv 
other  exj  lanaiio:  s necess  rv.  Between 
governments  as  between  individuals,  the 
same  laws  of  honor  and  probity  govern 
transactions.  The  convention  exists  on- 
ly by  the  convention  ; therefore,  sir,  in 
this  case  the  simple  statement  or  the 
fact  will  be  sufficient  to  rectify  that  mis 
take. 

In  answering,  sir,  immediately,  the 
letter  which  you  did  me  the  honor  to 
write  to  me,  I embrace  with  much  plea- 
sure this  new  opportunity  to  assure  you 
of  the  high  consideration  with  which  1 
have  the  honor  to  he,  See.

Majesty  cedes  to  the  United  States,  shall 
he  confirmed  and  acknowledged  as  valid, 
excepting  those  grants  which  may  have 
bet  n made  after  the  24th  January  of  last 
year,  the  date  that  the  first  proposals 
were  made  for  tlie  cession  of  those  pro- 
vinces, shall  be  held  null  and  void  in 
consideration  of  the  grantees  not  hav- 
ing complied  with  the  conditions  of  the 
cession.” 

I he  8th  article  of  the  counter-project 
sent  by  Mr.  Adams  was  as  follows  : 

“ All  grants  of  land  made  by  or  in  the 
name  of  his  Catholic  Majesty’,  in  the  a 
foresaid  territories,  alter  the  24th  Janua- 
ry, J8 18,  shall  he  held  null,  the  condi 
tions  of  the  said  grants  not  having  bee: 
performed  by  ti  e grantees.  All  grants 
made  before  that  date,  by  his  Majesty, 
or  by  his  legitimate  authorities,  thccon- 
ditions  of  which  shall  have  been  per- 
formed by  the  grantees,  according  to  the 
tenor  of  the  respective  grants,  and  none 
other,  shall  be  confirmed  and  acknowl- 
edged. as  valid.” 

Mr.  de  Netiville’s  particular  attention 
is  requested  to  the  differences  between 
the  two  projected  articles,  because  it 
will  recall  particularly  to  his  remem- 
brance the  point  upon  which  the  discus- 
sion concerning  this  article  turned.  By 
turning  to  the  written  memorandum 
drawn  by  Mr.  de  Neuville  himself,  of 
this  discussion,  be  will  perctive  he  has 
noted  that  Mr  de  Onis  insisted,  “that 
this  article  could  not  he  varied  from 
what  was  contained  in  the  chevalier’s 
project,  as  the  object  ofthe  last  clause 
therein  was  merely  to  save  the  honor  and 
dignity  of  the  sovereignty  ofhis  Cotholic 
Majesty.** 

It  was  then  observed  by  Mr.  Adams, 
that  the  honor  k dignity  of  his  Catholic 
Majesty  would  b«  saved  by  r cognizing 
the  grants  prior  to  the  24th  of  January, 
as  “valid  to  the  same  cxtcn\  as  tfiev 
were  binding  on  his  Catholu  Majesty,” 
and  be  agreed  to  except  the  article  as 
drawn  by  M . Onis,  with  this  explana- 
tory (see  Mr  de  NeuviUe's  memoran- 
dum.) It  was  cn  Irs  occasion  that  Mr. 
le  Neuville  observed,  that  if  the  grants 
prior  to  January  24,  ISIS,  were  confirm- 
ed '.illy  to  the  same  extent  that  they 
were  binding  on  the  king  of  Spain,  there 
ware  many  bona  fide  grantees,  of  loin 
standing  in  actual  possession  of  their 
grants,  and  having  a<  tuallv  made  par- 
*iai  settlements  upon  them,  but  who  had 
been  prevented,  by  the  extraordinary 
circumstances  in  w hich  Spain  had  been 
situated,  and  the  revolutions  in  Europe, 
from  fulfilling  all  the  conditions  of  the 
grants;  that  it  would  be  very  harsh  to 
leave  these  persons  liable  to  a f if  iture, 
which  might,  indeed,  inrigot  be  exacted 
from  them,  but  which  very  cert  inly 
nev  t would  be,  it  they  had  remained 
und  i the '■pants  dominion.  It  will  be 
well  remembered  by  Mr.  de  Neuville 
how  e rn.  -tly  lie  i .sisted  upon  this  equi- 
table suggestion,  and  how  strongly  lie 
disclaimed  for  Mr.  Onis,  every  wish  or 
intention  to  cover,  by  a provision  for 
such  p,  rsons,  any  fraudulent  grants 
And  it  was  then  observed  by  Mr.  de  N . u- 
v i lie,  that  the  date  assumed,  of  the  24th 
January,  ol  1818,  was  not  sufficient  for 
guarding  against  fraudulent  grants,  le 
cause  they  nvgln  be  e;si!v  antedated. 
Ii  was  with  icfa  cnee  to  these  su  t.-es- 
tions  of  Mr.  tie  Neuville,  afterwards  a- 
gain  strenuously  urged  by  Mr.de  Onis, 
that  the  article  was  finally  modified  as  it 
now  stands  in  the  treaty,  declaring  all 
grants  subsequent  to24t!i  January,  1818, 
absolutely  null,  and  those  of  prior  date 
valid  to  the  same  extent  only  that  they 
would  have  b^en  binding  upon  the  king. 
Uutallowing  to  bona  fd  grantees  in  ac- 
tual possession,  and  having  commenced 
settlements,  but  who  had  been  prevented 
bv  the  late  circumstances  oftiie  Spanish 
nation  and  the  revolutions  in  Europe, 
from  fulfilling  all  the  conditions  of  their 
grants,  in  time  tA  compl  le  them.  It  is 
needless  to  observe,  that  as  these  inci- 
dents do  not  apply  to  either  of  the  grants 
to  Alagon,  Punon  Rostio  or  Vargas,  nei- 
ther of  those  grants  is  confirmed  by  i lie 
article  as  it  stands;  and  t:  at  it  is  perfect- 
ly immaterial,  in  that  respect,  whether 
they  were  dated  before  or  after  the  24  th 
January,  1818.  it  being  admitted  on  all 
sides,  that  these  gr  nis  were  not  binding 
upon  the  king,  conformably  to  the  Span- 
ish laws'.  The  terms  of  the  article  ac- 
cord precisely  with  the  intentions  ofali 
the  parties  to  the  negotiation  and  the 
signature  of  the  treaty.  If  the  dates  ol 
the  grants  are  subsequent  to  24 Mi  Jail 
18 18,  they  arc  annulled  by  the  date;  if 
prior  to  that  date,  they  ate  null  be  ause 
not iiu  luded among  the  prior  grants  con- 
firmed. 


Complete  Desirin'  ion  of  the  royal 
Flotilla  in  the  Aft  tire. 

F.xtract  from  the  dispatch  of  tlie  republican 
i.aiul  commander,  lion  Diaz,  on  the  Apure, 
to  General  l‘acz. 

On  hoard  the  Irresistible,  at  anchor  in 
Aputrita,  .'  ov.  7,  1819 — 9th  year. 
General — According  to  your  orders, 
•I  made,  sail  with  the  force  under  my 
command  on  the  2 2d  tilt.  I anchored  in 
the  Apuerita,  where  I determined  to 
await  the  approach  of  the  enerr.y,  in  or- 
der to  tiling  them  to  action  with  ad- 
vantage. hy  combining  my  operations 
with  those  of  the  land  forces,  j.i  case  the 
enemy  should  attempt  any  enUrprize 
witli  1 is  cavalry  on  the  main  land.  At 
6,  in  the  morning  of  the  20th,  the  ene- 
my made  his  appearance  at  the  mouth 
ofthe  Cayman  creek,  where  the  lieut. 
of  tlie  republican  nav  y,  Joseph  Bravo, 
with  three  ffccheras  had  been  stationed. 
This  officer,  in  conformity  with  bis  or- 
ders, communicated  to  me  the  enemy’s 
approach,  and  moved  I is  division  to- 
wards Santa  Cat.  erina.  Early  in  the 
morning  of  the  30th,  I took  a new  po- 
sition at  the  mouth  of  the  Apure,  in  or- 
der to  conceal  our  force  from  the  ene- 
my, and  thus  induce  him  to  engage.  At 
1 1 o’clock,  lie  appeared  in  the  line  of 
battle  ahead,  and  as  I expected,  the  ac- 
tion .non  began*  The  manoeuvres  of 
our  flotilla,  and  our  well  directed  and 
steady  fire,  soon  threw  bis  line  into  dis- 
order, and  lie  hauled  off  for  the  river 
Onosco ; w here,  alter  having  made  srtm 
repairs,  be  soon  after  returned,  and  tlie 
acti.i*  was  renewed.  In  order  to  profit 
by  the  opportunity  so  much  desired,  I 
made  the  signal  for  hoarding  along  the 
whole  line,  and  the  movements  of  our 
flotilla  we  executed  with  an  effect  and 
a celerity  that  cannot  be  too  much  ad- 
mired, in  spite  ofthe  tremendous  nois. 
oi  heavy  and  small  arms  made  by  th; 
enemy.  But  the  enemy’s  flotilla,  as 
soon  as  our  first  success  was  perceived, 
rio  longer  waited  to  decide  the  action  by 
combat  ; they,  as  if  by  signal,  run  their 
vessels  high  and  dry  upon  the  beach, 
and  landed  their  whole  crews.  This 
rendered’ it  nev  essnry  for  me  to  divide 
my  force  in  order  to  attack  them,  as  tin 
position  enabled  me  to  do  in  front  and 
flank — for  this  purpose,  I ordered  capt. 
C.  stelli  to  make  a landing  at  a favora- 
ile  section  with  fifty  cassadorcs;  anti 
hat  brave  officer  made  such  an  impres- 
sion by  this  unexpected  movement,  that 
with  the  effect  on  the  enemy’s  front, 
the  \ii  to  y was  soon  decided. 

The  f'-'  te  of  the  enemy,  was  com- 
i«scd  of  nine  fechcras  and  one  coin  dor,  , 

■ itn  250  men  of  the  land  force  on  hoard, 
the  greates*  part  of  them  of  tlie  Vur in- 
ha \ battalion. 

The  advantages  "derived  from  this  ac- 
tion, are  attested  by  30  of  the  enemy 
killed;  and  the  capture  of  their  whole 
flotilla;  one  six  inch  l.owitzir,  five 
brass  guns  of  two  and  ti  i < e pounds,  four 
pad-  i aros,  with  their  s viv;  is;  six  bun 
dred  cartridges  of  the  calibres  of  th. 
cannon,  five  thousand  musket  cartrid- 
ges ; some  drums,  four  chests  nails; — 
and  the  whole  of  the  official  correspon- 
dence of  the  commandant  of  the  royal 
expedition,  who  was  a Spaniard  and  fell 
in  the  action — on  him  were  found  the 
orders  of  the  gov  ernor  of  Varihas. 

On  our  p.itt  it  is  worthy  of  remark, 
that  we  lost  not  one  man,  and  had  only 
one  wounded  1 

Lieutenant  Col.  Pena  is  in  pursuit  of 
the  fugitives — and  there  is  no  probabi- 
lity that  one  will  escape. 

Officers  and  troops  have  fulfilled  their 
duty  to  the  liberty  of  their  country.

Sir — 1 have  this  moment  received  an 
official  communication  from  the  com 
mandant  of  the  frontier  of  San  Fernando, 
intorming  me  of  the  evacuation  of  that 
place  by  t..e  enemy  on  the  night  of  th< 
j 15th  inst.  lie  marched  immediately  to 
that  jilace,  and  found  a quantity  of  pow  - 
der, 10,000  nails  for  naval  service,  a ton 
of  w roil ght  iron,  and  tlie  stores  general- 
ly full  of  salt  provisions  and  grain  of  e- 
very  description. 

The  pi ecipitation  of  the  enemy’s  re- 
treat is  conspicuous  in  his  not  taking  e 
ven  time  to  burn  the  place ; the  only 
damage  which  they  effected  onshore, 
being  te  throw  the  artillery  in  the  river; 
but  tlie  Korks  are  in  perfect  preserva- 
tion, notwithstanding  they  had  long  bc- 
foie  es.ablisliud  mines  to  blow  them  up. 

They  also  burnt  the  vessels  which 
they  had.  I have  detached  several  par- 
ti s,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  directien 
ol  the  enemy’s  flight,  and  shall  in  due 
jtime  apprise  you  of  the  result  of  my  Op- 
erations.

Yeatcrday  I was  inform- 
ed, that  the  enemy  had  actually  crossed 
the  fiver  and  were  marching  in  the  di- 
rection of  11  Salitre — whereupon;  I im- 
mediately ordered  the  king’s  battalion 
anti  the  cavalry,  to  cut  oft' their  march 
and  prevent  their  occupation  of  that 
place.  J his  was  effected  by  dislodging 
the  enemy’s  cavalry.  Our  division  con- 
tinued its  march,  until  they  had  reached 
the  pantano  [marsh]  ol  Vargas,  where 
the  enemy  halted,  and  immediately  took 
a position  on  the  sides  of  the  hills  to  the 
c.isti  which  are  not  so  much  elevated  as 
those  in  their  rear. 

J took  post  on  an  elevated  ground,  ii 
front  of  their  position,  and  having  previ- 
ously reconnoitred  the  ground,  J gave 
orders  to  colonel  Lopez,  to  move  with 
his  battalion,  and  occupy  the  higlici 
grounds  in  the  enemy’s  rear,  and  attack 
them  in  Mat  direction. 

1 nis  gallant  officer,  notwithstanding 
the  difficulties  of  the  ground,  and  the 
formidable  number  of  the  enemy,  which 
attempted  to  arrest  his  movements,  took 
possession  ol  the  position  to  which  he 
was  ordered,  overcoming  with  the  bay- 
onet, every  resistance  made  to  his  intre- 
pid battalion  ; not  being  able  to  restrain 
the  aider  ofthe  troops,  I ordered  the 
company  ol  grenadiers  of  the  second  re- 
giment of  Numanlia  to  move  up  to  his 
support,  and  attack  the  enemy  in  flank, 
which  they  executed  notwithstanding  a 
severe  tempest,  which  commenced  at 
the  first  moment  of  his  movement.  All. 
the  efforts  of  the  enemy  were  employed 
in  vain  to  regain  the  position  from  which 
they  had  been  driven  ; and  a company  of 
the  same  battalion,  emulating  their  com 
rades  of  the  grenadiers,  dislodged  the 
enemy  a second  time,  and  drove  them 
to  the  foot  of  the  declivity. 

The  column  of  the  reserve  was  in- 
stantly ordered  to  take  the  enemy  ii. 
flank,  while  the  cavalry  was  ordered  to 
charge  the  enemy  in  all  the  defiles  thro’ 
which  they  were  precipitating  ibem- 
selv  -s.  Their  situation  was  now  such, 
that  there  was  every  reason  to  believe 
not  one  could  escape;  but  desperation 
appeared  to  have  inspired  them  with  a 
resolution  that  has  scarcely  an  example. 
Their  infantry  and  cavalry  were  concern 
red  in  close  order,  while  advancing 
from  tlie  defiles  ; they  began  to  Teas 
c>  iid  the  hills  with  an  intrepid  and  des- 
erate  fury  ; and  our  infantry  by  a tor 
excessive  ardor,  as  well  as  by  tlie  fa- 
tiguing nature  of  the  ground,  v.cr 
thrown  into  disordcl,  and  unable  to'  ar 
rest  the  march  of  tlie  enemy  who  di : 
not  nevertheless  recover  the  ground, 
huFby  great  sacrifices.  Our  crops  were 
here  reinforced  by  two  more  compa- 
nies of  the  reserve,  an  1 the  position  was 
taken  and  retaken  three  times  at  the 
point  of  the  bayonet.  Unfortunatt  lv,  a 
reinforcement  of  four  inord  companies 
sent  to  sustain  our  troops,  mistook  the 
road,  and  arrived  only  when  it  was  loo 
late. 

This  rendered  it  necessary  for  me  to 
detach  the  grenadiers  and  the  Ctli  and 
4th  troops  of  dragoon,  to  make  a diver- 
sion on  the  rear  of  the  enemy  ; for  wliic  h 
purpose  tne  dragoons  were  dismount 
ed  and  embodied  with  the  infantry,  and 
tlie  enemy  was  once  more  driven  from 
Ids  position.  1 was  now  confident  of  the 
total  extermination  of  the  enemy,  as, 
while  they  were  assaulted  in  front,  the 
king’s  battalion  was  to  attack  them  si- 
multaneously in  the  rear;  but  the  am- 
munition of  our  troops;  at  this  critical 
moment  failed,  and  the  ground  present- 
ed a thousand  difficulties,  which  were 
! aggravated  by  a heavy  rain,  that  effectu- 
ally put  a stop  to  our  firing  ; and  the  ap- 
p roach  of  the  night  induced  me  to  re- 
conrentrate  tlie  troops,  and  take  up  a 
position  for  the  night  on  the  field  of  bat- 
tle, there  to  await  the  arrival  of  ammu- 
nition. 

The  loss  of  the  enemy  was  immense 
— blit  despair  had  precipitated  their  of- 
ficers and  soldiers  on  our  bayonets, 
uhere  they  met  that  death  which  they 
so  much  merited.  This  being  the  anni 
versary  of  the  patron  of  Spain,  (St.  Ja- 
go,)  it  was  impossible  to  moderate  t c 
ardor  and  animosity  ot  our  troops,  which 
produced  some  disunion  ol  our  force  ; 
were  it  not  lor  which,  the  whole  of  t.  c 
insurgents  must  have  perished.  I lie  in- 
fantry performed  prodigies,  and  the  sol- 
diers and  officers  of  his  majesty’s  army 
conducted  themselves  like  heroes. 

The  ground  did  not  permit  the  caval- 
ry to  display  their  valor,  the  grenadiers 
and  the  6th  and  4th  troops  of  cava  In 
distinguished  themselves  acting  as  in- 
fantry. 

()ur  loss  has  been  trilling,  and  as  soon 
as  the  different  corps  shall  have  mac! 
their  returns,  I will  have  the  honor  to 
make  it  known  to  your  c-xr-  llency.

CONGRESS. 

IN  SENATE. — January  17. 

Mr  Johnson , of  Louisiana,  gave  no- 
tice that  he  should,  on  to-morrow,  as!, 
leave  to  introduce  “ a bill  for  the  adjust- 
ment of  land  claims  in  the  state  of  Lou- 
isiana, and  territory  of  Missouri  and  Ar- 
kansaw.” 

Mr.  Thomas , of  Illinois,  gave  notice, 
that  he  should,  on  to-morrow,  ask  leave 
to  iutroduce  a bill  by  the  title  of  “ a bill 
to  prohibit  the  introduction  of  slavery 
into  the  territories  of  the  United  States 
North  and  West  of  the  contemplated 
state  of  Missouri.” 

The  senate  then  resumed  the  consid- 
eration of  the  admission  of  the  state  of 
Maine  into  the  Union,  as  proposed  to 
be  amended  by  the  annexation  of  Mis- 
souri. And  the  said  proposed  amend- 
ment being  under  consideration — 

Mr.  Edwards  offered  an  amendment, 
having  in  view  the  principle  of  com- 
promise (by  exclusion  of  slavery  from 
the  other  territories  of  the  U.  States) — 
but  subsequently  withdrew  it,  to  give  an 
opportunity  for  the  following  proviso  : 

“ Provided,  that  the  further  introduc- 
tion into  said  state  of  persons  to  be  held 
to  slavery,  or  involuntary  servitude, 
within  the  same,  shall  be  irrevouably 
prohibited.” 

This  motion  was  supported  at  length 
by  Mr.  Roberts, opposed  by  Mr.  Elliott , 
and  supported  by  Mr.  Morril. 

And  then  the  senate  adjourned. 

JANUARY  18. 

One  or  two  reports,  on  private  claims, 
Were  made,  and  others,  previously  made, 
concurred  in. 

Agreeably  to  notice  given,  Mr.  Thom- 
•*  asked,  and  obtained  leave  to  bring  in 
the  following  bill,  which  was  read  and 
passed  to  the  second  reading. 

A BILL  to  prohibit  the  introduction  of 
slavery  into  the  territories  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  north  and  west  of  the  con- 
templated state  of  Missouri. 

Re  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America , in  Congress  assembled. 
That  the  sixth  article  of  the  ordinance 
of  Congress,  passed  on  the  thirteenth 
day  of  July,  one  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  eighty  seven,  for  the  government  of 
the  territory  of  the  United  States,  north- 
west of  the  river  Ohio,  shall,  to  ail  in- 
tents and  purposes,  be  deemed  and  held 
applicable  to,  and  shall  have  full  foree 
and  effect  in  and  over,  all  the  territory 
belonging  to  the  United  States,  which 
lies  west  and  north  of  a liRC  beginning  at 
a point  on  the  parallel  of  north  latitude 
thirty  degrees  andthiity,  minutes  where 
the  said  parallel  crosses  the  western 
boundary  line  of  the  United  States ; 
thence,  running  east,  along  that  parallel 
®f  latitude,  to  a point  where  the  said  par- 
allel is  intersected  by  a meridian  line 
passing  through  the  middle  of  the  Kan- 
sas river,  where  the  same  empties  into 
the  Missouri  river ; thence,  from  the 
point  aforesaid,  north,  along  the  said 
meridian  line,  to  the  intersection  of  the 
parallel  of  latitude  which  passes  thro’ 
the  rapids  of  the  river  Des  Moines,  ma- 
king the  said  line  to  correspond  with  the 
Indian  boundary  line  ; thence  cast,  from 
the  point  of  intersection  last  aforesaid, 
along  the  parallel  of  latitude,  to  the  mid- 
dle of  the  channel  of  the  main  fork  of 
the  said  river  Dts  Moines,  to  the  mouth 
ef  the  same,  where  it  empties  into  the 
Mississippi  river;  thence  due  east,  to  the 
middle  of  the  main  channel  of  Missis- 
sippi river;  thence,  up  and  following 
the  course  of  the  Mississippi  river,  in 
the  middle  of  the  main  channel  thereof, 
to  its  source  ; and  thence,  due  north,  to 
the  northern  boundary  of  the  United 
States. 

The  senate  then  resumed  the  consid- 
eration of  the  bill  for  the  admission  of 
Maine  into  the  Union,  as  proposed  to 
be  amended  by  the  superaddition  cf 
provisions  for  the  admission  of  Missou- 
ri, being  under  consideration : 

Mr.  Morril  concluded  the  speech 
which  he  yesterday  began,  in  favor  of 
the  restriction.  It  being  late  before 
Mr.  M.  aoncluded,  the  senate  then  ad- 
journed, on  motion  of  Mr.  Walker , of 
Georgia,  who,  it  is  presumed,  will  next 
take  the  floor  in  this  Debate. 

JANUARY  20. 

The  debate  on  the  Alissovri  Question, 
Was  resumed  this  morning. 

Mr.  Eov>rie,o{  Pennsylvania,  address- 
ed the  Senate  in  support  of  the  restric- 
tion. 

Mr.  Burrill,  of  Rhode  Island,  follow- 
ed on  the  same  side  ; and 

Mr.  Macon , of  North  Carolina,  clos- 
ed this  day’s  debate  by  a speech  against 
the  restriction. 

The  Senate  adjourned,  on  the  motion 
of  Mr.  Pinckney  of  Maryland,  who  will 
take  the  floor  to-morrow  morning. 

HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES. 

*1  he  Speaker  laid  before  the  house  a 
letter  from  the  Secretary  of  thetreasury, 
transmitting  a statement  of  the  pay- 
ments made  at  the  treasury  for  the  year 
1819. 

The  speaker  laid  before  the  house  al- 
so a report  of  the  secretary  of  war  of  the 
contingent  expenses  of  the  military  es- 
tablishment during  the  year  1819. 

These  reports  were  ordered  to  lie  on 
tlie  table  and  be  printed. 

Mr.  Brush,  from  the  committee  on 
military  affairs,  made  an  unfavorable,  re- 
port on  the  petition  of  John  M‘ Donald; 
which  was  read  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the 
table. 

Mr.  Smith,  of  Maryland,  from  tin 
select  committee  of  ways  and  means, 
made  a report  on  the  petition  of  Mar- 
tha Flood,  accompanied  by  a bill  for  hci 
relief;  which  was  twice  read  and  com- 
mitted. 

Mr.  Anderson,  from  the  committee 
on  the  public  lands,  made  an  unfavorab.c 
t*p«rt  on  the  memorial  cf  the  legisla- 


I ture  of  Illinois,  praj  ing  for  the  passage 
f a law  to  give  relief  to  those  persons 
who  were  residents  of  the  frontiers  ol  II- 
inois  between  August  1790,  and  Au- 
gust, 1 79S  ; which  report  was  ordered 
to  lie  on  the  table. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hendricks,  it  was 
Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  the 
public  lands  be  instructed  to  enquire 
into  the  expediency  of  establishing 
an  additional  land  office  in  the  state  oi 
Indiana. 

FOURTH  CENSUS. 

The  house  then,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Campbell,  took  up  the  report  of  the 
committee  of  the  whole  house  on  the  bill 
providing  for  taking  the  4th  census  or  c- 
numeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  U- 
nited  States. 

The  amendments  made  to  the  bill  by 
the  committee  of  the  whole  (as  reported 
m the  proceedings  of  the  6th  inst.) 
were  successively  concttred  in.  In  the 
course  of  of  their  consideration  some 
discussion  arose,  as  well  on  these  as  on 
additional  amendments  which  were  pro- 
posed. 

That  amendment  being  under  consid- 
eration which  provides,  for  the  enume- 
ration of  the  manufacturing  establish- 
ments, See.  a compensation  of  20  per  cent 
on  the  amount  ot  the  other  compensation 
allowed  by  the  act— 

Mr.  Siocumb  questioned  the  proprie- 
ty of  the  allowance.  He  thought  the 
expense  greater  than  was  necessary,  and 
the  nation,  said  Mr.  S.  will  not  believe 
we  are  in  earnest  when  we  speak  of  re- 
trenchment, while  we  go  on  to  vote  the 
public  money  in  this  way.  He  did  not 
think  the  information  sufficiently  valua- 
ble to  justify  the  expense. 

Mr.  Smith,  of  Maryland  moved  to  a- 
mond  the  amendment  allowing  20  per 
cent,  so  as  to  provide  that  it  should  not 
e rcced  that  amount,  and“to  be  apportion- 
ed in  proportion  to  the  services  t endered, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  ol 
state.” 

This  amendment  being  agreed  to — 
Mr.  M Coy  moved  to  amendtle  amend- 
ment by  striking  out  twenty,  and  insert- 
ing ten,  per  tent. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Maryland,  thought  this 
amount  entirely  inadequate  to  the  ser- 
vice required.  The  whole  amount  of 
compensation  for  this  set  vice  at  the  last 
census,  was  69,000  dollars,  and  if  this 
motion  prevailed,  it  would  reduce  the 
amount  to  be  divided  amongst  the  mar- 
shals, to  20,000  dollars.  This  would  be 
too  little — in  fact,  not  enough  to  pay  the 
assistants  which  must  necessarily  be  em- 
ployed. 

Mr.  Smith  of  N.  C.  concurred  in  the 
opinion  that  this  would  not  be  an  equal 
compensation  and  hoped  the  amendment 
would  not  prevail. 

Mr.  M*Coy  deemed  ten  per  cent,  an 
ample  compensation  for  the  service  re- 
quired, though  the  service  itself  would 
be  of  little  value  to  the  public.  At  the 
last  census,  the  marshals  were  required 
to  enter  every  family  and  take  an  ac- 
count of  its  manufactures,  hut  what  ben- 
efit was  it  to  the  nation  ? Eor  merely 
rendering  an  account  of  the  manufac- 
turing establishments,  ten  prr  cent, 
on  the  amount  of  the  pay  allowed  for 
taking  the  census,  Sic.  which  would  be 
enough. 

Mr.  Mercer  was  in  favor  of  giving  a 
still  greater  extent  to  the  subjects  re- 
quired to  be  enumerated  and  returned 
by  the  marshals,  so  as  to  embrace  all  the 
objects  to  which  the  legislation  of  the 
country  could  extend.  It  was  proper 
that  the  legislature  should  be  in  posses- 
sion of  statistical  information  on  all  the 
objects  which  legislation  could  cover;  so 
as  to  yield  their  full  benefit  to  the  public 
councils.  So  far  from  considering  the 
bill  to  embrace  too  much,  Mr.  M.  was 
sorry  that  the  scope  of  enquiry  proposed 
was  so  narrow.  He  would  embrace  all 
tho  professions,  and  he  would  require 
returns  ot  the  agricultural  condition  of 
the  country — how  much  land  was  in  cul- 
tivation, how  much  arable,  how  much 
pasture,  how  much  in  corn,  in  rice,  8cc. 
No  nation  had  such  means  of  acquiring 
all  this  information  as  was  afforded  to 
ou-s,  by  the  periodical  census  required 
to  he  taken.  Nor  was  the  labor  difficult. 
Dt.r*  ig  the  last  war,  the  taxes  extended 
to  si  beets  almost  without  examples  in  a- 
ny  nation — from  tiie  family  picture 
which  hung  on  the  wall  to  remind  us  of 
our  ancestors,  to  the  chair  on  which  we 
sat— the  furniture  tax  in  Virginia  pro- 
duced a revenue  of  fc40,000  but  the  ex- 
pense of  obtaining  the  information  neces- 
sary to  enable  them  to  levy  these  ando- 
khcr  taxes  amounted  to  a trifle,  compa- 
red with  the  sum  produced.  Sec.  In  al- 
most all  legislation  for  a country,  the 
best  guides  were  tables  of  statistics,  giv- 
ing the  various  details  to  which  he  had 
in  part  referred.  To  insure  proper  re- 
turns, such  as  would  not  mislead  instead 
of  enlightening,  it  was  necessary  to  al- 
low a fair  and  just  compensation.  He 
wished  to  ensure  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  this  important  duty,  and  avoid 
such  abuses,  such  gross  inaccuracies,  as 
he  had  observed  formerly  in  gome  of  the 
returns  from  Virginia, instances  of  which 
Mr.  M.  stated  economy  was  urged  a- 
gainst  a liberal  compensation,  but  Mr. 
M.  remarked  that  money  well  spent 
was  always  spent  acct  rding  to  the  sound- 
est principles  of  prudence  and  econ 
omy — economy  did  not  consist  in  the 
mere  saving  of  the  money — this  was 
often  the  very  reverse  of  a just  economy, 
Etc. 

Mr.  Livermore  of  N H.  was  in  favor 
of  the  amendment,  and  instead  of  giving 
10  per  cent,  he  would  he  willing  to  re- 
fuse any  extra  compensation  at  all  for 
this  service.  In  New  Hampshire,  the 
officers  conld  make  twenty  dollars  a day 
by  taking  the  census,  and  the  returns  of 
manufacturing  establishments  would  be 
generally  made  out  in  the  evening  when 
they  were  doing  nothing  else.  By  at- 
tending on  a market-day,  he  observed, 


the  agents  could,  in  some  casts,  e.-tn  | 
S,000  persons  in  a day  ; the  p-y  for 
which  would  he  a sufficient  comp,  n- 1 
sation  for  ali  the  services  required  by  the  ( 
hill. 

Mr.  Smith,  N.C.  observed,  that  what- 
ever might  be  the  case  in  the  northern 
states,  it  was  very  different  in  the  south-! 
ern.  In  the  latter,  a marshal  could  of-  j 
ten  not  take  down  one  hundred  inhabitants 
in  a day.  The  assistant  would  have  often 
to  ride  30  or  4-0  miles  a day  ; to  provide 
and  support  hishorse.  Eor  this  and,  the 
duties  required  by  the  bill,  which  Mr.  S. 
stated  in  detail,  tne  proposed  allowance 
of  20  per  cent,  would  be  by  tfo  means  too 
much. 

The  question  was  put  on  Mr.  M‘Coy‘s 
motion,  and  negatived. 

M.  Mercer  then,  in  conformity  with  the 
views  which  he  had  submitted  on  the 
motion  just  div  ided,  moved  so  to  amend 
the  bill  that  there  should  take  place  a 
distinct  enumeration  and  return  of  the 
persons  engaged  in  the  professions  Jof 
“law  physic  and  div  inity  ;”  u hich  motion 
was  negatived — yeas  40. 

Mr.  M.  then  moved  to  amend  the  hill 
by  adding  a clause  requiring  the  assist- 
ants to  include  in  their  returns  “ such 
statistical  details  of  the  agriculture  of 
thi  said  d stricts,  territories,  and  divi- 
sions, as  sl>aB  ascertain  the  quantity  of 
arable  and  inarablc  land  in  each;  of  the 
arable  land,  the  quantity  cleared  and  in 
cultivation  ; and  of  the  latter,  the  num- 
ber of  acres  in  each  species  of  culture, 
with  the  average  annual  product  per  a- 
cre. 

Among  other  reasons  for  this  amend- 
ment Mr.  M.  remarked  that  by  imposing 
this  duty  on  the  agent  a greater  cor- 
rectness was  ensured  to  the  returns  of 
the  other  subjects,  as  the  agent  would  be 
compelled  to  go  about  and  make  an  ac- 
tual and  particular  enquiry,  instead  of 
taking  their  information  on  the  word  of 
neighbors,  The  additional  infor- 

mation required,  would  not  in  each 
of  the  cases  consume  more  than  four  or 
five  minutes;  and  it  would  go  far  to- 
wards that  fullness  and  perfection  in 
the  statistical  information  of  the  coun- 
try which  he  lias  so  much  desired  to  see 
complete. 

The  question  was  taken  on  this  motion 
without  further  debate,  and  also  decided 
i i the  negativ  . 

Mr.  St  errs  made  an  unsuccessful  mo- 
tion to  insert  a provision  to  require  the 
assstants  to  return  the  number  of  “dwel- 
ling houses.” 

Mr.  Bloomfield  moved  to  amend  the 
schedule  in  tho  biil  so  as  to  make  the  re- 
turns embrace  the  number  of  free  white 
male*  between  the  ages  of  1 8 and  26,  in- 
stead of  between  16  and  26,  so  as  to  ex- 
hibit the  number  enrolled,  and  to  show 
how  far  the  militia  returns  of  the  states 
were  correct,  Sec. 

Some  objections  being  made  to  this 
amendment  ini's  present  shape,  by  Mr. 
Campbell  and  Mr.  Whitman,  the  mo- 
tion was  modified  by  Mr.  Bloorr.fieU  so 
as  to  proviJe  a separate  and  additional 
column  in  the  schedule,  for  the  ennume- 
ration  of  “free  white  males  from  16  to 
18  inclusive  ;”  and  thus  the  amendment 
was  adopted. 

An  amendment  was  adopted  on  mo- 
tion of  M'.  Sampson,  in  the  clause 
directing  the  return  of  manufactures 
to  except  expressly  “ lioushold  manufac- 
tures.” 

The  hill  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed 
for  a third  reading  ; and

SATURDAY,  JAN.  29 

The  hill  Irom  the  Senate  coneerntng  a 
road  from  Mountsterling.  was  taken  up 
and  on  motion  of  Mr.  Davis  referred  to  a 
select  committee. 

Mr.  Cockerill  from  the  committee  to 
whom  it  was  referred,  reported  the  biil 
to  amend  the  attachment  law  with  a- 
inendments,  which  were  adopted.  The 
bill  extends  the  benefits  of  the  attach- 
ment law  to  debts  not  due,  and  makes  sun- 
dry other  provisions  for  the  security  of 
creditors  in  such  cases. 

Mr.  Thomas  I’.  Moore  reported  a 
hill  to  authorize  the  trustees  of  the  town 
of  Ilarrodsburg  to  sell  or  exchange  sun- 
dry streets  in  that  town,  &c.  which  was 
passed. 

Mr.  Duncan  (of  Lincoln)  from  the 
committee  to  whom  It  was  referred,  re- 
ported a bill  from  the  senate  to  authorize 
the  appointment  to  commonwealth’s  at- 
tornies. 

Mr.  Daniel  moved  to  refer  the  bill  to  a 
committee  of  the  whole,  which  was  ne- 
gatived. 

Mr.  Daniel  moved  to  strike  out“  du- 
ring good  behavior,”  the  term  for 
which,  bv  the  hill,  the  office  is  to  be 
held  which  motion  prevailed — Yeas  41, 
Nays  33, 

Tne  blank  thus  made  was  filled  up  with 
two  years- 

Mr.  Underwood  moved  to  amend  the 
bill  so  as  to  vest  the  appointment  of  at- 
tornics  for  the  several  counties  in  the  cir- 
cuit judges. 

This  amendment  was  advocated  by  the 
mover  and  opposed  by  Messrs.  Harrison 
Worthington  and  Clinton. 

Mr.  Daniel  mo-.ed  to  amend  tho 
mendment  so  as  to  permit  the  Circuit 
judges  to  appoint  altornics  for  their  Ju- 
dicial districts  which  motion  was  nega 
lived.

Mr.  Daniel  moved  so  to  amend  the' 
bill  as  to  limit  the  duration  of  the  act-j 
for.  two  years,  which  motion  then  pre- 
vailed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Daniel  the  words 
‘ during  good  behavior,’  were  then  rein- 
stated and  the  rule  dispensed  with,  the 
bill  passed. 

The  bill  to  repeal  all  the  charters  of 
t it  Independent  hanksjwas  then  taken  up. 

Mr.  Davis  moved  an  amendment-giv- 
ing the  said  banks  an  indefinite  power  to 
collect  their  debts  on  the  stockholders, 
giving  bond  for  t ie  payment  of  the  debts 
due  from  the  banks,  prohibiting  the 
stf  ckholdeis  from  exchanging  their 
dvbts  for  their  stock,  Sec.  His  object 
was  to  secure  payment  of  the  notes  of  the 
batiks  to  the  h ilders  thereof. 

This  amendment  having  been  advoca- 
ted by  the  mover,  and  mr.

Mr.  Fleming  moved  an  amendment 
remitting  the  tax  due  from  those 
banks  for  the  year  1820,  which  was  a- 
d-  pted. 

Mr.  M‘  Afee  occupied  the  floor  some- 
time in  opposition  to  the  policy  of  the 
| hill,  as  it  respects  the  public,  and  its  jus- 
tice, as  it  respects  the  stockholders  of 
the  hanks,  and  contended,  that  it  was  ra- 
jther  tne  duty  of  the  house,  to  foster

Mr.  Long  offered  an  amendment  pro- 
viding, that  the  state  should  pay  the  ex- 
penses at  which  those  hanks  which  have 
not  forleited  their  charters,  have  been  at. 
in  procuring  paper,  and  going  into  ope- 
ration. 

l iiis  amendment  having  been  advoca- 
ted by  the  mover,  and  opposed  uy  messi  s. 
Harrison,  Ilays,  and  Howard,  was  reject- 
ed, Year  9,  Nays  69. 

Mr.  Parker  moved  a proviso  that  no- 
thing in  the  act  should  affect  any  Inde- 
iiet  dent  Bank  which  may  never  have 
forleited  their  charters,  which  amend- 
ment I aving  been  advocated  by  the  mo 
ver  Messrs.  J.  Emmeasori  and  M‘Afee, 
and  opposed  by  Messrs.  Howard  and  B. 
Harrison,  was  rejected — Yeas  22,  Nays 
51. 

Mr.  Long  off.  red  an  amendment  pro- 
viding that  the  bonus  heretofore  paid  in- 
to the  troacury  by  the  Independent  banks 
should  he  iclurned  to  them  : which  was 
rejected. 

The  previous  question  being  called 
for  hv  mr.  Duncan  of  Lincoln,  and  carri- 
ed, the  main  question  was  put,  and  the 
hill  passed, yeas  52,  nays  27. 

Monday,  Janusry  31. 

Mr.  Underwood,  from  the  committee 
to  w hom  it  was  referred,  reported  a bill 
from  the  senate  to  endow  a Seminary,  to 
be  established  in  the  county  of  Owen 
with  an  amendment  in  lieu  thereof,  pro- 
viding for  the  endowment  of  Seminaries 
in  all  the  counties  now  established  and 
hereafter  to  be  cstubiished,  in  which  no 
Seminary  has  already  been  endowed, 
which  was  adopted,  and  the  rule  being 
dispensed  with,  the  hill  thus  amended, 
pass'd. 

Mr.  Howard  reported  a bill  to  tax  Ped- 
lars, which  was  rejected — Yeas  32,  nays 
41. 

Mr.  Daniel,  from  the  committee  tc 
whom  it  was  referred,  reported  a bill 
declaring  void  sales  made  under  execu- 
tion in  favor  of  the  bank  of  the  United 
States,  Sec.  unless  that  hank  will  pay  a 
state  tax,  without  amendment,  which 
passed  to  a third  reading. 

Mr.  Grundy  obtained  leave  to  bring  in 
a hill  to  let  out  the  Penitentiary  and  the 
convicts  therein,  for  five  years,  to  the 
highest  bidder. 

Mr.  Lewis  obtained  leave  to  bring  in 
a bill  concerning  the  jurisdiction  of  jus- 
tices of  the  peace. 

The  resolution  concerning  the  pur- 
chase of  Munseli's  maps,  was  taken  Up, 
and  on  motion  of  mr.  M‘ Alee  referred  to 
a select  committee.

| merchandize,  was  rejected. 

A hill  from  the  senate  to  incorporate

Mr.  Ewing  from  the  committee  to 
whom  it  was  referred,  reported  a bill 
front  the  house  of  representatives  for  the 
formation  of  the  counties  of  Christian 
and  Caldwell,  with  amendments,  which 
were  adoptid,  and  the  bill  passed. 

Saturday,  January  29. 

An  act  passed  allowing  further  time 
to  locate  and  survey  Seminary  lands. 

An  act  passed  to  repeal  in  part  the 
law  concerning  divorces. 

Mr.  Roper  having  obtained  leave,  re 
ported  a hill  for  the  relief  of  insolvent 
debtors. 

Mr.  Bledsoe  reported  a bill  to  provide 
lor  the  purchase  ef  books  and  maps  fot 
the  use  ot  the  members  of  the  legisla- 
ture and  the  officers  of  government, 
which  was  laid  on  the  table. 

An  act  passed  incorporating  the  trus- 
tees of  the  Corn-Creek  Academy  in  Gal- 
latin county. 

A bill  for  the  benefit  of  mechanics  was 
committed  to  a committee  of  the  whole. 

Monday,  January  31. 

Mr«f.vving  reported  a bill  supplemen- 
tal to  the  act  to  establish  the  county  of 
Trigg,  which  was  passed. 

The  petition  of  sundry  citizens  resid- 
ing in  the  southern  part  of  Caldwell 
county  praying  a new  county,  was  ac- 
cording to  report  of  the  committee  of 
propositions  and  grievances,  rejected. 

The  senate  spent  some  time  in  com- 
mittee of  the  whole,  Mr.  Wood  in  the 
chair,  on  the  bill  concerning  executions, 
and  having  made  some-amendments,  re- 
ported the  same  to  the  house. 

The  hill  to  authorize  the  people  of 
Bracken  county  to  vote  for  or  against  the 
removal  of  their  seat  of  justice  being  re- 
turned from  the  house  of  representatives 
w !■  h an  amendment,  was  laid  on  the  table 
until  the  first  of  July  next.

Foreign  Articles. 

GREAT  BRITAIN  ANU  IRELAND. 

The  London  Gazette  ot  Nov.  18,  an- 
nounces forty  four  bankruptcies.  A 
London  paper  observes  “ this  is  worse 
than  the  average  contents  of  two  gaz- 
ettess  in  ordinary  times.” 

On  the  2d  of  November,  a meeting 
of  “ radical  reformers”  took  place  at 
Glasgow.  About  30,090  persons  were 
present ; they  passed  through  Trongate 
with  flags,  music,  and  a cap  of  libe.ty 
carried  by  a young  female.  They  had 
also  a large  broom  placed  on  the  top  of 
a pole,  w ith  this  inscription,  “ sweep 
corruption,”  a cabbage  stock,  with  al1 
the  thin  portion  of  the  leaves  eaten  awa\ 
by  insects,  and  only  the  radical,  with  the 
former  suppor'er  of  the  leaves  left;  an 
o.d  tea-pot  with  some  indigenous  plants, 
and  below  it  an  inscription  of  “fine  cheap 
lea  without  taxation  ;”  a representation 
it  a Manchester  yvonian  cutting  down 
his  townsmen:  Wallace  pushing  liis 
word  through  an  enemy  of  Scottish 
freedom  ; a figure,  staggering  under  a 
load  of  taxation,  with  several  others, 
a ere  seen  approaching  the  hustings  i; . 
all  directions,  while  the  people  rrudi 
way  for  them,  and  the  bearers  marchcc! 
n and  deposited  tln  ir  staffs  and  caps  ol 
liberty,  and  the  females  sat  on  and  a- 
ound  the  hustings.  A squadron  ol 
tavalry,  with  two  pieces  of  artillery, 
were  on  duty.

The  property  law  was  postponed  in 
definitely  yesterday,  by  a majority  of  a 
few  vote:;.  There  are  three  parties  in 
the  house  of  representatives  of  nearly  e- 
qual  numbers.  The  one  opposed  lo  all 
manner  of  relief — another  in  favor  of  re- 
lief, in  fee  ing  and  principle,  but  too  ti- 
mid to  do  what  they  know  to  be  right 
— the  third  in  favor  of  relief,  and  bold  in 
their  measures.  The  first  party  arc  led 
and  influenced  by  artful  and  influential 
men.  When  a measure  of  relief  is  pro- 
posed, this  party  unites  with  the  third, 
for  the  strongest  measures — when  ma- 
tured, and  the  vote  is  about  to  be  taken, 
they  excite  the  alarm  of  the  half  way  ti- 
mid men,  and  by  a union  with  them,  tie- j 
feat  it.  It  is  thus  by  the  address  of  the, 
wily  aristocracy,  tiiat  the  republican] 
friends  of  the  people  are  embarrassed 
in  their  attempts  at  relief.  The  people 
will  have  to  watch  and  scrutinize  the  con-' 
duct  of  their  representatives  closer  tins) 
winter  than  ever  they  did.

GOVERNOR  FINDLAY. 

The  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania  has,  this 
winter,  furnished  a parallel  with  that  of  ouri 
own  state,  in  disorder  and  confusion.  Tolera- 
bly early  in  the  session  an  enquiry  was  insti- 
tuted into  the  conduct  of  the  Executive  upon 
charges  exhibited,  in  the  form  of  petition,  by 
some  factional  enemies  to  the  state  administra- 
tion, among  the  most  prominent  of  whom  was 
Mr.  Binns,  the  editor  of  the  democratic  Press.

Mr  Coxe  then  attempted 
to  address  ti  e committee,  and  was  reminded 
by  Mr.  Todd,  that  by  a resolution  of  the  coin 
mittee,  wh  ch  as  then  in  force,  he,  Mr.  Coxe, 
had  no  rig’. t to  speak  whilst  the  committee 
w>  re  in  consultation,  as  they  then  were.  On 
this  suggestion  by  Mr  Todd.  Mr.  Coxe  in- 
stantly, in  a rude  and  menacing  manner,  ad- 
dressed Mr.  Todd  personally  in  these  words  :

“ Some  discussion  took  place  among  the

NAH. 

Extract  of  a letter  to  the  editors  of  th 
National  Intelligencer,  dated 

Savannah,  Jan.  11,  1820. 

“ Savannah  has  been  visited  by  an  aw 
ful  calamity  ! Nearly  one  half  of  the 
town  is  laid  in  ashes!  The  inhabitants 
were  awakened  this  morning  by  the  ap 
palling  cry  of  Eire!.1  The  beating  of 
drums,  and  the  firing  of  alarm  guns! 
All  was  L ight  and  confusion ; and  a 
boisterous  wind  gave  an  additional  ter 
ror  to  the  alarm.  The  fire  proceedei 
from  a livery  stable  in  the  south  end  o! 
the  town,  and  swept  every  living  b Ton 
it,  in  a direct  line  north,  from  Mont 
gomcry  street,  between  Broughton  Ba 
streets,  including  Bay  street  and  tin 
west  side  of  Broughton,  until  ii  reached 
Abercon  street,  a distance  I should  sup 
p ise,  of  nearly  three  quarters  ol'a  miie:| 
when  the  wind,  which  had  all  the  ti  in  ■ j 
been  blow  ing  fresh  from  the  w est,  aba  ] 
ted,  and  the  fire  was  got  under,  about  | 

1 o'clock,  P.  M.  after  raging  with  dread 
ful  triumph  ylevcn  hours.  All  previous 
exertions  to  stop  the  devouring  element 
were  fruitless.  The  Market-house,  the 
new  Exchange,  and  the  U.  S.  Branch 
Bank,  arc  among  the  numerous  victims. 
The  State  Bank,  the  Planters’  Bank, 
and  the  Episcopal  Church,  an  elegant 
edifice,  miraculously  escap'-d  The

William  Snowden,  Esq. 

J udfce  St  Justice  of  the  Peace,  Bordcntown. 
Sit' — \ ou  have  shewn  so  much  interest 
I >r  me  since  I have  been  in  this  country, 
and  especially  since  the  event  of  the  4th 
instant,  that  I cannot  doubt  it  will  afford 
you  pleasure  to  make  known  to  your  fel- 
low citizens,  how  much  I led  all  thev 
have  done  forme  on  that  occasion.  Ab- 
sent myselt  front  my  house,  they  collect- 
ed by  a spontaneous  movement  on  the 
fi  st  appearance  of  the  fire,  which  they 
cim  atted  with  united  courage  and  per- 
severance, and,  when  they  found  it  im- 
possible to  extinguish  it,  exerted  them- 
selves to  save  all  the  flames  had  not  de- 
voured before  their  arrival  and  mine. 

Ail  the  furniture,  statues,  pictures, 
money,  plate,  gokl,  jewels,  linen,  books, 
and  in  short  every  tiling  that  was  not  con- 
sumed, has  been,  most  scrupulously  de- 
livered into  the  hands  of  the  people  of 
my  house.  In  the  night  of  the  fire,  ant! 
during  the  next  day,  there  was  brought 
to  me, by  laboring  men,  drawers  in  which 
I have  found  the  proper  quantity  of  pie- 
ces ot  money  and  medals  ol  gold,  arid  val- 
uable jewels,  which  might  have  been 
aken  with  impunity.  This  event  has 
proved  to  me  how  much  the  inhabitants 
of  Bordcntown  appreciate  the  interest  1 
have  always  felt  tor  them;  and  shews 
that  men,  in  general,  are  good,  when 
hey  have  not  been  perverted  in  their 
youth,  by  a bad  education ; when  they 
Maintain  their  dignity  as  men,  and  feel 
that  true  greatness  is  in  the  soul  and  de- 
pends upon  ourselves.

MISSOURI  QUESTION.

of  most  serious  ati  I porteutious  danger 
to  the  sov  reign  rights  reserved  to  the 
states ; and  tending  immediately  to  weak- 
en tiie  strong  cement  of  mutual  conces- 
sion and  confidence,  in  which  the  founda- 
tion of  our  happy  union  has  been  laid.

THE  CASE  FAIRLY  STATED. 

We  have  been  permitted  to  copy  in- 
to our  paper  tl-«s  following  letter  from  a 
gentleman  in  Massachusetts  to  his  friend 
in  Congress.  The  s-Jntiments  are  so 
candid  and  liberal,  and  the  opinions,  we 
think,  so  correct,  that  it  gives  us  pleas- 
ure to  present  them  to  our  readers. 

January  2,  1820. 

Dear  Sir — Without  knowing  what 
your  sentiments  are  respecting  the  sub- 
ject about  which  so  much  excitement 
has  been  attempted  to  be  made  on  the 
public  mind,  (I  mean  the  Missouri 
question,)  I will  take  the  libel  ty  to  ex- 
press some  of  *he  bearings  of  it  on  nty 
mind.  The  term  slavery  is  so  abhor 
rent  to  the  minds  of  republicans,  that 
wherever  it  is  introduced,  it  is  with  dif- 
ficulty the  mind  is  brought  coolly  to  in- 
vestigate the  subject,  and  to  bring  in 
pn position  to  feeling.  It  has,  in  my  o- 
pinion,  been  unfortunate  that  this  ques- 
tion has  been  agitated,  because,  whatev- 
er  may  have  been  the  motive  of  the  first 
movers  of  it,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that 
the  effect  has  been  to  make  an  excite- 
ment unfavorable  to  the  union  of  these 
s:at  s;  and  I view  it  in  the  s.unc  point 
of  light  that  I heretofore  did  the  try  of 
Virginia  influence  ; and  the  natural  ten 
lent  y is,  to  array  one  section  of  the  U- 
nion  against  another.  I have  always 
been  willing  to  leave  this  subject  to  the 
proper  authority,  and  am  totally  against 
a 1 meetings  for  the  purpose  of  teaching 
Congress  how  to  act.  1-ct  them  exert 
every  power  they  have  to  prevent  the 
introduction  of  slaves  into  the  United 
States,  but  it  is  very  qtiestionaule  whe- 
ther any  constitutional  right  exists  to 
deprive  the  citizens  of  tiiat  district  of 
the  right  to  frame  their  Constitution  i.i 
their  otvn  way,  so  that  it  comports  with 
tie  national  compact;  and  why  should 
wc  deprive  those  citizens  who  live  in 
Maryland,  Sec.  and  who  have  that  spe- 
cies oi  piopeity,  and  of  evil,  if  you 
please,  from  emigrating  with  them  to 
that  territory. 

If,  indeed,  the  people  of  that  district 
should  not  please  to  admit  themselves  to 
hold  slaves,  then  others  would  not  com- 
plain ; but  I did  not  intend  to  discuss 
this  question,  but  only  to  say  that  I am 
happy  to  find  many  old  fas. .toned  Re- 
publicans, (and  the  number  is  increasing 
as  the  subject  is  more  canvassed)  who 
very  much  regret  a subject  has  been  a- 
gitated  which  may  tend  materially  to 
weaken  the  bands  which  unite  us.  I 
hope  the  vote  will  not  shew  it  to  be  a 
question  wnich  will  literally  array  the 
North  against  the  South  and  lo  make 
hostile  to  each  other  those  whose  teal 
interest  it  is  to  be  united.  The  national 
t om  pact  w as  a compromise  of  interest 
and  principle,  and  the  spirit  of  compro-| 
niisc  ought  still  to  exist.  Excuse  the 
liberty  taken,  and  believe  me  to  be 
your  friend  and  obedient  servant.
